taining reasonably high 
prices, 
he 
hold. 
Industrial 
labor, 
Wallace pointed 
out, has b«*«*ti able to keep up with 
most of Ihe gains in wages made d ur­ 
ing the war period; farm ers on the 
other liatul have not been able to keep 
prl« *es up. 
Consequently, while farm ­ 
ers get a sm aller return 
for 
their 
crops, they w« *re forced to 
pay 
Hie 
high prices for clothing, fuel, 
farm Implements and other necessl- 
ties. 
increased taxes also help ag­ 
gravate the condition of agriculture, 
Wallace said.

T he Minnesota crime commission in recommending that the 
q uestion oI calling into existence a slate constabulary be given a 
further two y ears of investigation has taken a sensible position. 
During the c r im e wave of oy<* y ear ago, which has not y et receded 
to any marked degree though there is some slight evidence of a 
let up* there were those who beBieved tha t a state police force 
should be organized and used to check the growing crim inal ten­ 
dencies cf the state. 
This 'belief was held by many in our com­ 
monwealth, including many who are concerned with law enforce­ 
ment and legal procedure. 
On the other hand there were many who were convinced that 
the taking of the police powers away irom municipalities and 
counties and fa c ing them under the direction of the state would 
result in adding new problems, even thdugh some good might come 
out of the change. 
The League of Municipalities, meeting at Crookaton in its 
last annuahconvention, expressed strong opposition to the building 
up of a state constabulary , and as an expression of the judgm ent 
of those who handle municipal m atters the opinion fo the conven­ 
tion was worthy of serious consideration. 
The position taken by the crime commission is a sensible one. 
They have neither recommended the introduction of a state police 
force nor decided that a state constabulary should not be employ ed 
They have advised that the subject raises so many q uestion that 
a wise judgm ent cannot be passed upon it until sufficient time has 
been given to investigators to go into all phases of the subject so 
that they may be prepared to report after two y ears of c a p ful 
study . 
Passing this investigation over to an interim commission, 
which will study the sy stems in other states, is a recommendation 
of the crime commission that, if followed, will make possible a 
thorough knowledge of the q uestion before a report is made two 
y ears hence. 
In asking that a federation of peace officers be formed which 
will have as its head an officer at the state capitol who will be 
named by the board of control, the governor and the supreme 
court, the commission ha* followed the suggestion of the League of 
Municipalities which recommended that a means 
Ik* found for re­ 
lating the work of tne peace officers of the municipalities. 
The suggestion that the present officers may be used to bet­ 
ter advantage by the introduction of some federated effort is a 
good one and it may be that, during the two y ears in which the 
interim commission is at work upon its investigation of tlie police 
sy stems >1 other states where the state constabulary has already 
been introduced, it will be found that, by unify ing the activities 
of the peace forces of the state, such results have been secured 
that the employ ment of a state police force has become unneces­ 
sary .

T h e Minnesota crime commission in recommending that the 
question of calling into existence a state constabulary he given a 
further two years of investigation has taken a sensible position. 
During the crime wave of opt? year ago, which has not yet receded 
to any marked degree though there is some slight evidence of a 
let up, there were those who believed that a state police force 
should be organized and used to check the growing criminal ten 
dencies cf the state. 
This belief was held by many in our com­ 
monwealth, including many Who are concerned with law enforce' 
ment and legal procedure. 
On the other hand there were many who were convinced chat 
the taking of the police powers away from municipalities and 
counties and peacing them under the direction of the state would 
result in adding new problems, even though some good might come 
out of the change. 
The League of Municipalities, meeting at Crookston in its 
last annuabconvention, expressed strong opposition to the building 
up of a state constabulary, and as an expression of the judgm ent 
of those who handle municipal m atters the opinion fo the conven­ 
tion was worthy of serious consideration. 
The position taken by the crime commission is a sensible one. 
They have neither recommended the introduction of a state police 
force nor decided that a state constabulary should not be employed. 
They have advised that the subject raises so many question that 
a wise judgm ent cannot be passed upon it until sufficient time has 
been given to investigators to go into all phases of the subject so 
that they may be prepared to report after two years of careful 
study. 
Passing this investigation over to an interim commission, 
which will study the systems in other states, is a recommendation 
of the crime commission that, if followed, will make possible a 
thorough'knowledge of the question before a report is made two 
years hence. 
In asking that a federation of peace officers be formed which 
will have as its head an officer at the state capitol who will be 
named by the board of control, the governor and the supreme 
court, the commission has. followed the suggestion of the League of 
Municipalities which recommended that a means be found tor re­ 
lating the work of the peace officers of the municipalities. 
The suggestion that the present officers may be used to bet­ 
ter advantage by the introduction of some federated effort is a 
good one and it may be that, during the two years in which the 
interim commission is at work upon its investigation v)f the police 
systems of other states where the state constabulary has already 
been introduced, it will la* found that, by unifying the activities 
of the peace forces of the state, such results have been secured 
that the employment of a state police force has become unneces­ 
sary.

P erhaps the day will come when some intelligent majority 
will correct some of t he obviously unwise rules according to which 
the senate works. 
Both sides take advantage of the filibuster 
when they are in a position to hinder the program of the adm in­ 
istration by so doing. 
Neither patty is immune from tin* miser­ 
able trait which leads to the use of the filibuster for the purpose 
of blocking legislation proposed by the majority party. 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s administration suffered from the use of this method 
of holding up legislation, and the present adm inistration has had 
a taste of the same medicine during the attempt to secure a vote 
on the Dyer anti-lynching bill. 
Such a rule allows the opposition to hold up indefinitely legis­ 
lation that has a beneficial purpose so that the administration may 
not secure credit for passing such legislation. 
And, in turn, when 
the opposition becomes the administration, what is then the oppo­ 
sition, may renew the fight, using the same tactics, and the silly 
waste of time goes on. 
If such procedure were used in the average community meet­ 
ing there would soon be something done to remedy the defect; 
but in the senate, where precedent holds such power and where 
changes are not readily considered, the merry game of wasting 
the nation’s time and money gets on without much challenge. 
When party advantage becomes subservient to public interest 
there will be a change in the rules of the game, but the change 
will not be made until such an attitude takes the place of the 
party interest that now predominates. 
It is possible that parties will realize in time that the people 
are getting tired of this unnecessary delay in the legislative halls. 
Out of just such procedure Mere is born that resentment in the peo­ 
ple which leads to the wish to make any kind of a change that is 
in the nature of a change.

W hile there is a growing feeling that the growth of bureau­ 
cratic government must be checked, and that the federal govern­ 
ment must net be looked to as the big policeman who will right all 
the wrongs of the many states, there are nevertheless some wrongs 
that can only be lighted when the national consciousness demands 
that federal legislation outlaw the wrongs, which some, in their 
ignoble and selfish attitude to life, claim as rights in states where 
such abuses of better standards are allowed. 
This is true of the use of child labor in factories. 
Nothing 
but greed and exaltation of profits above life can raise a voice in 
the defense of taking children out of the schools to use them as 
cheap labor in industry. 
This robbing of children of their right to a good physique, 
the acquiring of an education and, therefore, the foundation of 
good character and good citizenship must be stopped. 
Argum ents to the effect that the children are there because 
their parents desire that they aid is the support of the home, and 
other similar arguments, are not sufficient to call for the per­ 
petuation of a system that works a grave injustice on indefensible 
children. Nothing can be much more censurable than the exploita­ 
tion of children, for economic advantage. If homes cannot be sup­ 
ported without the aid of school children there is something wrong
